‘The Climate of Kansas. 
Among the clap-trap arguments by which the 
Wilmot Proviso was défeated in 1850, after 


having been. applied. to. Oregon. Territory in 


1849, with she. sanction of Mr. Potx and a 
portion of his‘ Party in Congress, was one, that 
the laws of ‘nature had excluded Slavery from 
New-Mexico and Utah, and that it would be 
folly or impiety to “reénaet the will of God.” 
That was the pretence by which Mr. WznsTur 
sought to palliate, or to justify, his desertion of 
the principles which had governed him through 
a long politica] life. .The assumption, entirely 
gratuitous aud unfounded as it was then'shown 
to be, that local situation above a given geo- 
graphical. line and the absence of cergain 
natural productions were a sufficient guarantee 
against the inroads of Slavery into Terri- 
tories, was accepted by a great of

The chiefobstacles 
to it now’ are the difficulty of purchasing cotton ii 
the States, on long credits, and the want of a mer- 
cantile or banking-house. here, with, ample. means 
for passing Bills of Exchange directly between St. 
Petersburg and New-York,..The Foreign trade 
here, you are aware, is mostly in English and 
German hands, ‘and is exceedingly lucrative to 
their factors in this city.. Some American import- 
ing houses, of reliable credit,’ and fostered a little. 
at first by merchants.at home, would not fail to be 
welcomed, and supported by the -Russians, at the 
present juncture, who are not desirous to see our . 
trade, on the completion of. peace, return to its old 
channel through England. Peace is awaited here 
without much rejoicing: the Funds have. risen 
steadily, especially ‘Scrip of the new loan; silvér 
is plentiful enough; provisions are abundant, and
